Drivers urged to take 
alternate routes for 
10-week widening

Rain and resignation swept over 
Chebucto Road yesterday as resi¬ 
dents braced for the start of the con¬ 
troversial road-widening project. 

Construction on the reversing 
lane is set to start Wednesday and 
last for at least 10 weeks. Mo¬ 
torists can expect major delays as 
the road will be down to one lane 
in peak periods. HRM is advising 
drivers to take alternate routes. 

Demonstrations are planned for 
this week, including tree-top 
protests. Friday night saw 300 cy¬ 
clists turn out for a protest ride 
along Chebucto Road. Police tick¬ 
eted one man for blocking traffic. 

Fran and Bernie O'Hearne have 
lived on the road for 10 years. The 
elderly couple are worried about 
parking issues during the con¬ 
struction and once the wider road 
is in place, but have accepted that 
they can't fight city hall. 

"We've done what we can," Mrs. 
O'Hearne said yesterday. "I know 
other people are going to continue 


on, but..." she trailed off. 

The couple don't know how 
much, if any, of their property they 
will lose. 

"They haven't offered us any¬ 
thing," Mrs. O'Hearne said, apart 
from money to allow the city to 
"trespass" while the work is car¬ 
ried out. 

"It's a complete waste of money," 
Mr. O'Hearne said. "They say $2.6 
million, but it'll go higher than that. 


Just leave it as it is — it's perfect 
the way it is." 

Estimates for the project have 
ranged as high as $3.9 million. 
Other locals said the millions 
could be better spent. 

Owen Brush, a NSCAD student, 
frequently bikes down Chebucto 
Road. He said there's little in place 
to encourage people to take bikes 
or buses over cars. 

"It's really symbolic of Halifax's 


policy on accommodating cars, 
but ignoring public transit or bi¬ 
cycles," he said as he sat in the 
rain waiting for a friend. 

The money going to the road 
widening would be better spent 
on improving the bus system and 
buying a few bike racks, he 
added. 

"You can't even lock up your 
bike or sit on a bench while you're 
waiting for a bus." 


Decision gets firefighters back on job 


Appeal panel rules 
fire crew can come 
from multiple trucks

Firefighters are back to work but 
the dispute that caused them to 
walk off the job may continue. 

Last week firefighters from 14 
rural stations across HRM refused 
to take calls in protest of confusing 
rules about how many of them

needed to be at the scene of a fire. 
Occupational Health and Safety Of¬ 
ficials had ruled there needs to be 
at least four firefighters at the 
scene to engage a structure fire 
from inside the building. 


The Halifax Professional Fire¬ 
fighters union took this to mean 
each truck should have at least 
four people — a problem for some 
of the smaller stations with fewer 
staff. The municipality believed 
there only needed to be four in 
total, regardless of if they came 
from different trucks. 

On Friday a Labour Department 
appeal panel agreed with the mu¬ 
nicipality, ruling the firefighters 
could come from multiple trucks. 

That wasn't the decision the 
firefighters union was hoping for, 


but the clarification was enough to 
get them back to responding to 
calls. The decision could still be ap¬ 
pealed. 

"This decision is appealable. That 
would mean the firefighters union 
would go to the Nova Scotia Court 
of Appeal. That would be the next 
step," said Department of Labour 
spokeswoman Jacqueline May. 

The union has expressed con¬ 
cerns about making up the mini¬ 
mum amount of officers from 
separate trucks.

Two men stabbed 
in Bridgewater 


Adsum seeks aid as 
it takes in women 
from Barry House

A local women's shelter is 
helping to pick up the pieces 
after a fire tore through the 
city's only other shelter for 
women last month. 

Adsum for Women and 
Children — based in Halifax, 
Dartmouth and Lakeside — 
has taken on the immediate 
need arising from the blaze at 
Barry House on Gottingen 
Street. 

'Anyone in town who is 
looking for shelter will now 
come to us," said Adsum di¬ 
rector of development Ellen 
Helmke. 

Adsum took on up to 10 
women from Barry House, 
opening up couches to sleep 
on and rejigging rooms to ac¬ 
commodate extra people. 

"We're overcapacity," | 
Helmke said. "I don't know x 
how long it's going to be, but E 
it's going to take some time § 
(to make the repairs)." o 

A message on the answer- | 
ing machine of Barry House, I 
which is operated by the 
Saint Leonard's Society of 
Nova Scotia, says the shelter 
is now closed indefinitely due 
to the fire. 

Due to the increased de¬ 
mand at Adsum, Helmke is 
asking the community for 
help. They need personal care 
items like towels, combs and 
hair brushes, female hygiene 


products, underwear and 
flip-flops. And of course, 
monetary donations are al¬ 
ways welcome. 

"They were again home¬ 
less as they were before," 
Helmke said. "Brutal." 

Halifax regional fire 
spokesman Mike LeRue said 


trucks responded to the blaze 
at 2706 Gottingen Street at 
12:40 a.m. May 16. One per¬ 
son had to be assisted out of 
the historic home, but there 
were no injuries. LeRue said 
the fire is still under investi¬ 
gation.

Two men were rushed to hos¬ 
pital after stabbing incidents in 
Bridgewater early yesterday. 

The attacks occurred 
within five minutes of each 
other on King Street. 

Cops came upon a fight at 
2:19 a.m. yesterday near 
Towne Flowers. The adult 
male victim was given first aid 
while police arrested a second 
person. Just five minutes later, 
police received a 9-1-1 call to 
the Dominion and King streets 
intersection a block away, 
where officers found a second 
stabbing victim. 

Both victims were taken to 
hospital, where they under¬ 
went surgery. The detained 
man was later ruled out as a 
person of interest. 


A stabbed man was found 
collapsed on the front steps 
of his Dartmouth home 
early Saturday. The 3 7-year- 
old suffered face wounds 
and a single stab wound to 
his torso and is in hospital 
with serious injuries. Police 
found him at the 100 block 
of Pinecrest Drive at 1:50 
a.m. A police report said the

Massive blaze 
forced evacuation 
of 5,000 people

Someone will be charged 
with starting the Porters 
Lake forest fire two weeks 
ago that burned for days and 
caused thousands to evacu¬ 
ate their homes. But as for 
who, how many people, or 
what charges will be laid is 
unknown. 

Officials for the Depart¬ 
ment of Natural Resources 
announced over the weekend 
that charges were pending 
stemming from the massive 
fire, but wouldn't say much 
else. 

RCMP were involved in 
investigating the fire but it is 
the department that will be 
laying the charges under the 
Forestry Act, rather than the 


criminal code. That means 
the offender or offenders 
could face up to a $500 fine 
or six months in jail or both. 

Natural Resources spokes¬ 
woman Jennifer Gavin said it 
wasn't clear when the 
charges would be laid, but in 
the meantime the depart¬ 
ment doesn't want to release 
much information for fear of 
jeopardizing the investiga¬ 
tion. 

"There are charges that are 
going to be laid on the Porters 
Lake fire. But we're really not 
able to say too much about it 
because we don't want to 
compromise the charges or 
the potential conviction," said 
Gavin. 

The fire forced 5,000 peo¬ 
ple to be evacuated from the 
Porters Lake, Lake Echo and 
Mineville areas. Two homes 
were destroyed while other 
structures such as garages 
were also damaged.

A cracked windshield forced a 
passenger jet with 272 people 
on board to divert to Halifax 
on the weekend. 

The US Airways Airbus 
A330-300 was flying from 
Philadelphia to Frankfurt, 
Germany, when pilots noticed 
the damage to the windscreen 
just before midnight Friday. 

Peter Spurway, spokesman 
for the Halifax airport, said 
the 265 passengers and 12 
crew landed in Halifax around 
2 a.m. They were stuck on the 
ground until 7 a.m., when a 
replacement aircraft arrived 
to continue the journey to Eu¬ 
rope. The damaged plane is in 
Halifax awaiting repairs. 

"It's rare," Spurway said of 
the cracked windshield, noting 
there was no danger to the 
passengers. "It was a diver¬ 
sion, not an emergency (land¬ 
ing)-"

He was recently diagnosed 
with diverticulitis, a diges¬ 
tive condition. 

Kelly said it was a relief to 


find out what was wrong 
with him. 

"It's always good to know 
and I'm glad there won't be 


any operations or anything," 
he said. 

"Now I know I have to eat 
in certain ways and certain 


meals." 

It can be treated with an¬ 
tibiotics and careful monitor¬ 
ing of his diet, he added. 

"They've done the blood 
tests and other intestinal 
things and now I'm just wait¬ 
ing for the final permission to 
leave," the mayor said 
yesterday from his hospital 


room. 

"I'm looking forward to 
getting out and getting back 
to work." 

Kelly said he's hoping his 
release will come today or to¬ 
morrow, and doesn't expect 
to take much time off to re¬ 
cover at home.

Plan to develop 
strategy doesn’t go 
far enough: McNeil

The Liberal party leader 
slammed the provincial gov¬ 
ernment for failing to act 
quick enough on recommen¬ 
dations made by its poverty 
reduction strategy working 
group. 

"My concern 
is that this gov¬ 
ernment is 
turning a blind 
eye to the rec¬ 
ommendations 
that were 
made (Thurs¬ 
day)," Liberal 
Leader Stephen 
McNeil said 
during a press 
conference Fri¬ 
day. 

The working group, made 
up of organizations that deal 
with poverty, handed the 
government a list of recom¬ 
mendations Thursday. 

They include: improving 
access to transportation, ed¬ 
ucation and training for low- 
income Nova Scotians; 
offering more support for the 
disabled and families with 
young children; revamping 
low-income pharmacare 
programs; changing descrip¬ 
tions of employment and in¬ 
come assistance to a simple 
program of support; increas¬ 
ing shelter and food rates; 
and allowing people to earn 


more money before it's 
clawed back. 

The community services 
department announced that 
same day that an interde¬ 
partmental committee will 
meet in July to develop a 
strategy, based on the recom¬ 
mendations. It's expected 
sometime in the new year. 

McNeil says that amounts 
to the government ignoring 
the recommendations. 

"The government should 
be developing an action plan 
based on 
these recom¬ 
mendations 
instead of be¬ 
ginning work 
on another 
strategy," Mc¬ 
Neil said. 

"How many 
times can we 
ask organiza¬ 
tions or people 
to come out 
again and help support and 
create public policy which 
improves the lives of Nova 
Scotians and ignore them be¬ 
fore they get fed up and say 
enough is enough?" 

McNeil made the com¬ 
ments Friday in recognition 
of the province's first annual 
Poverty Reduction Day on 
Saturday. 

Community Services 
spokeswoman Kristen Tynes 
said it will take time for gov¬ 
ernment to respond to the 
recommendations, which 
took six months to develop. 
"We're going to review it 
closely," Tynes said.

B.C. to begin 
carbon tax 


Province becomes 
first in N. America 
to levy broad fees 

Civic leader Scott Nelson 
says he is as wor¬ 
ried as anyone 
about global 
warming, but that 
does not make him 
happy to be one of 
the first North 
Americans to pay a 
carbon tax to curb 
climate change. 

Nelson, the 
mayor of Williams 
Lake, British Co¬ 
lumbia, says 
record high energy 
prices mean that 
the levy, for all its 
good intentions, 
could not come at a worse 
time for residents in his com¬ 
munity, north of Vancouver. 


"The last thing they need 
now is a tax on top of these 
soaring prices to add insult to 
injury," said Nelson, predict¬ 
ing that a taxpayer revolt 
will eventually scuttle the 
new tax, which 
takes effect on July 
1. 

The tax, on fos¬ 
sil fuels will make 
B.C. the first in 
North America to 
bring in a broad- 
based levy de¬ 
signed to cut 
emissions of the 
greenhouse gases 
that are blamed for 
global warming. 

Premier Gordon 
Campbell unveiled 
the tax in Febru¬ 
ary, calling it a key 
element in a pledge to cut 
greenhouse gas emissions by 
33 percent by 2020. reuters

Tories yet to hand 
out promised 
federal money 

In his 2007 budget, Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty prom¬ 
ised a windfall for Ontario 
towns and cities — $3.1 bil¬ 
lion to help pay for highways, 
water projects and public 
transit. 

Eighteen months later, 
municipalities have yet to see 


a dime. The money, part of 
Ottawa's Building Canada 
Fund that earmarks $8.8 bil¬ 
lion for infrastructure na¬ 
tionwide, has been tied up 
while the federal govern¬ 
ment negotiates the details 
with Queen's Park. 

Ontario cities aren't alone 
in waiting. Money from the 
Building Canada fund has yet 
to go to cities in Quebec, Al¬ 
berta or Manitoba because 
Transport Minister 


Lawrence Cannon is still ne¬ 
gotiating the required frame¬ 
work agreements with those 
provincial governments as 
well. 

Municipal officials say 
they've now lost two con¬ 
struction seasons due to the 


funding delays and some fear 
next season could be in jeop¬ 
ardy, too, unless the hurdles 
are soon cleared. That's caus¬ 
ing mounting frustration as 
the backlog of work grows 
and project costs rise. 

Frustration among munic¬ 


ipal officials boiled over at 
the recent annual meeting of 
the Federation of Canadian 
Municipalities in Quebec City 
as federal officials found 
themselves grilled about the 
status of the program. 

"There's been concerns 
from the municipal sector 
about how this money is 
flowing... We're appreciative 
that the money is there and 
that the gas tax has been 
made permanent but, at the 


end of the day, we need to see 
that money flowing," said 
Berry Vrbanovic, who is also

Shooting shocks family 


Ottawa officer 
being investigated

Diane Leclair planned to 
celebrate her 32nd anniver¬ 
sary yesterday. 

Instead she spent the day 
with grieving relatives, still 
reeling from shock at a week¬ 
end incident that left her 
younger brother, David 
Leclair, 35, dead by a 
Gatineau police officer's gun. 

'All we know is that this 
should not have happened. 
There was no need for it, 
not at all," she said. 

On Saturday morning, 
David Leclair returned from a 
morning roofingjob. Then, ac¬ 
cording to family members, a 
Gatineau Police officer arrived 


and informed Leclair that he 
was charged with assault. 

The officer allegedly fol¬ 
lowed him inside, where a 
scuffle ensued. According to 
Leclair's mother, Dorothy, the 
officer struck Leclair with a 
baton and pepper-sprayed 
him. Leclair ran outside and 
the officer followed, drawing 
his gun. Then according to 
Robert Pombert, who lives 
across the street, three shots 
rang out. "I think (the officer) 
was in shock afterward. Like 
he just realized what he'd 
done," said Pombert. "He did¬ 
n't move. He didn't help him. 
We had to call the ambu¬ 
lance." 

Leclair said the family in¬ 
tends to take legal action 
against police. An independ¬ 
ent investigation is under¬ 
way.

Israeli Prime Minister Ehud 
Olmert won his cabinet's ap¬ 
proval yesterday for a pris¬ 
oner swap with Hezbollah 
under which two soldiers 
held by the Lebanese guer¬ 
rilla group, and believed to be 
dead, would be recovered. 

The seizure of army re¬ 
servists Ehud Goldwasser 
and Eldad Regev in a July 
2006 border ambush trig¬ 


gered a month-long war in 
Lebanon, with Olmert ruling 
out talks on their return. He 
then relented, negotiating 
through a UN-appointed Ger¬ 
man mediator. 

Olmert told ministers be¬ 
fore they voted 22-3 to ap¬ 
prove the deal that Israel 
believed the two soldiers did 
not survive their capture, 
cabinet sources said. 


An official Israeli state¬ 
ment said that in the ex¬ 
change, Israel would release 
five Lebanese gunmen and at 
a later stage an undisclosed 
number of Palestinian pris¬ 
oners. Dozens of bodies of 
slain infiltrators and the re¬ 
mains of eight Hezbollah 
men killed in the 2006 war 
would also be handed over.

U.S. congressional leaders

Bankers 
warn about 
inflation 

Central bankers meeting in 
Basel, Switzerland, issued a 
stern warning yesterday 
against the dangers of surg¬ 
ing inflation, saying rising 
energy costs risk damaging 
growth in rich and poor 
countries alike.

Gulf states 
in particular, which peg their 
currencies to the dollar, have 
seen inflation surge to record 
highs. The decline in the dol¬ 
lar has fuelled a surge in 
global energy and commod¬

N.S. job market 
may witness 
9,000 vacancies

We need to start producing 
14-year-old babies to deal 
with the coming recruit¬ 
ment crisis. 

Eddie Lemoine offered 
this mischievous bit of ad¬ 
vice at a talk he recently 
gave to Halifax businesspeo¬ 
ple at the NSCC's waterfront 
campus. But the problem is 
no joke; there could be up to 
9,000 job vacancies in the 
coming years. 

"We know that it is stag¬ 
gering, what will happen as 
more and more of the baby 
boomers start to retire," the 
executive coach said. "If you 
look at public sectors, very 
large pieces of that work¬ 
force will retire. There's just 


not enough (workers to fill 
the gap)." 

The solution, he says, is 
bringing immigrants in, 
keeping Nova Scotians here, 
and increasing productivity 
in the workplace. 

The last comparable trend 
was urbanization, when 
rural commu¬ 
nities lost 
their young 
populations 
to cities. In 
that case, 
they were at 
least leaving 
because there 
were no jobs. 

"In the case of people 
leaving to go out west, 
they're leaving when there 
are jobs, but they may be 
leaving for more money," 
Lemoine said. 

To keep employees here, 
employers need to get them 
more engaged. 

"That's really understand¬ 


ing what empowers or 
strengthens your employ¬ 
ees," he explained. "That 
could be more money, more 
vacation, or getting staff in¬ 
volved in the firm's plans to 
improve its green record." 

Another key front in re¬ 
taining Nova Scotians is the 
human re¬ 
sources de¬ 
partments. 

"They have 
to become the 
next market¬ 
ing depart¬ 
ment. They 
have to mar¬ 
ket their company based on 
their product — the com¬ 
pany itself is the product." 

Just as sales departments 
chase the elusive customer, 
HR departments will be 
tasked with chasing the in¬ 
creasingly scarce resource of 
workers. 

"The numbers are in. This 
is real. As people retire, the 


population doesn't go away 
— the workforce goes away. 
They still need to be cared 
for, they still need to be serv¬ 
iced," he noted. The retired 
boomers are going to con¬ 
tinue to shop, drive cars, 
take vacations and use hos¬ 
pitals. Someone's got to be 
staffing those facilities. 
"They're still going to need 
all the things they currently 
need; they're just not going 
to be working." 

And the Go West, young 
person, mantra might soon 
be replaced by Go North¬ 
east: to Newfoundland. 

"For the first time in ten 
years, in the last quarter 
more people moved into 
Newfoundland than moved 
out," Lemoine said. 

The strong cultural con¬ 
nections Newfoundlanders 
already feel for their province 
means that workforce won't 
be coming here in the future. 

"For the X and Y genera¬ 


tions, if you just sit tight, it's 
going to get better for you," 
he concluded. "(Employers) 
will have to start to pay 
more. It's no different than if 


you have something rare 
you're selling. In this case, 
the rarity is the employee. 
You're going to have to pay 
more to get it."

Jobs in space 
attainable for all, 
MacLean says

Renowned Canadian astro¬ 
naut Steve MacLean wants 
Canadians to know a career 
in space isn't out of their 
reach. 

The well-travelled space 
explorer, famous for having 
flown space flights aboard 
space shuttles Columbia 
and Atlantis, hit the road re¬

cently to convince Canadi¬ 
ans that they have what it 
takes to be the newest addi¬ 
tions to the Canadian Space 
Agency's (CSA) flying roster. 

MacLean's road crusade 
comes on the heels of the 
announcement by Jim Pren¬ 
tice, minister of Industry 
Canada, that the CSA will re¬ 
cruit two new astronauts 
for upcoming space flight 
missions to the moon and 
Mars. 

Though the odds seem 
steep — two positions out of 
an entire country of poten¬ 
tial applicants — MacLean 
is adamant that qualified 
people shouldn't discount 
themselves too quickly. He 
believes plenty of suitable 
astronaut candidates lurk 
within Canada right now. 

"The talent that is out 
there in this country today 
speaks well to our future. 
There are hundreds of Cana¬ 
dians out there who can do 
this job," MacLean said. 

Both eventual candidates 
will serve at least 10 years 
in the CSA and be trained for 


the planned 2018 NASA mis¬ 
sion to the moon. That trip 
will also serve as a testing 
ground for the equipment 
and technologies expected to 
make possible a later trip to 
Mars. 

When looking for poten¬ 


tial applicants, MacLean 
says that while smarts and 
skills are a good sign of tal¬ 
ent (astronaut candidates 
should be particularly 
strong in sciences), people 
who are open-minded and 
who work well with others 


have a better chance of 
being considered. Training 
will take care of the rest. 

"You have to be versatile, 
you have to work in a team. 
We need people who are bal¬ 
anced, people who have 
good communication skills. 
You can't expect anyone to 
already have what it takes 
but the training is so good 
that if you have an aptitude 
for it you'll develop into a 
competent astronaut," 
MacLean said. 

Besides the two chosen 
astronauts, the CSA is look¬ 
ing to develop 
a pool of 20 
outstanding 
candidates for 
future service 
as well. 

MacLean 
admits that 
the joy of 
space flight is 
likely to be a big draw for 
applicants and rightly so, 
since he considers his trips 
to space probably the great¬ 
est experiences of his life. He 
says weightlessness is a feel-

ing unlike any other. 

"Every single muscle re¬ 
laxes when you're flying in 
space. You will love it. It will 
become a part 
of you and 
something 
you will 
never forget," 
MacLean 
said. 

MacLean 
hopes the up¬ 
coming mis¬ 
sions will signal a newfound 
focus on space travel. 

"I think we're at a turning 
point in the world. The fu¬ 
ture will be what we make 
of it," he said.

Take heed, 
Facebook fans

Networking sites 
can work against 
your employment 

F acebook has grown 
in popularity — so 
much so, that a 
growing number of organ¬ 
izations have restricted ac¬ 
cess to the 
site from 
work. And, 
in my view, 
there is good 
reason to do 
so, as em¬ 
ployees are 
too easily 
confusing 
freedom of 
speech with 
freedom 
from work¬ 
place conse¬ 
quences. 

As Face- 
book’s popu¬ 
larity 

continues to 
rise, so will 
the number 
of ex-em- 
ployees look¬ 
ing for new 
work along 
with seeing 
their names on the front 
page of one of my state¬ 
ments of claim. Employees 
should, therefore, be more 
concerned about losing 
their jobs, instead of sim¬ 
ply losing access to the 
site: 

Spending an inordinate 
amount of time on Face- 
book while at work is tan¬ 
tamount to theft of an 
employer’s time, which 
can amount to cause for 
dismissal. Employees flirt 
with friends, post pictures 
and chat. 

When Facebook postings 
reveal unsavoury charac¬ 
teristics, employees can be 
fired. I’ve had two such 
cases. In one, the em¬ 
ployee’s pictures of her 
messy workstation irked 
her employer so much, 
she was immediately dis¬ 
missed. In the other, a 
large retail chain fired a 
store manager after he 
posted a link to a video of 
himself that was taken 
when he was off-duty, but 
in company uniform. 

Comments written on 
Facebook can link the au¬ 
thor to his employer, de¬ 



spite an unintended con¬ 
nection. Because workers 
are invited to disclose 
their place of employment 
and then are automati¬ 
cally linked with regis¬ 
tered co-workers, 
employees’ unmonitored 
comments can potentially 
compromise a company’s 
reputation, 
trade secrets, 
or its com¬ 
petitive ad¬ 
vantage — 
even if the 
reader mis¬ 
takenly con¬ 
strues a 
posting as 
having been

the value 
placed on 
confidential 
information, 
courts are 
more likely 
to respect an 
employer’s 
decision to

Criminal laws can also be 
invoked if employees ha¬ 
rass or intimidate cowork¬ 
ers via Facebook. These 
employees can end up surf¬ 
ing the classifieds for a 
criminal defence lawyer, as 
well as for a new job. 

Similar to an e-mail, a 
Facebook posting can be 
used as evidence in court. 
In September, an Ontario 
court ruled, for the first 
time, that pictures taken 
from a litigant’s Facebook 
page were admissible as 
evidence at a trial. Offen¬ 
sive comments, pictures 
or stories can become in¬ 
controvertible evidence of 
an employee’s behaviour. 

Facebook profiles and 
postings created and 
maintained outside of 
working hours and on em¬ 
ployees’ personal time can 
quickly derail an em¬ 
ployee’s career, if the con¬ 
tent brings his or her 
employer’s reputation 
into disrepute.

U.S., U.K. charts 
with new record 

Coldplay keeps the top soil 
fertile on the Billboard 200, 
as Viva La Vida or Death and 
All His Friends opens with 
721,000 sold. 

With that U.S. splash, the 
British band ices the No. 1 
slot on both sides of the At¬ 
lantic as it holds court for a 


second week on the U.K. al¬ 
bums chart. Coming a week 
after Lil Wayne joined the 
million-per-week club with 
Tha Carter III, Coldplay's 
American splash invokes a 
few "first since" chart feats. 

This marks the first time 
since March 2005 that the 
Billboard 200 was led by a 
700,000-plus sum in consec¬ 
utive weeks. The last occa¬ 
sion happened when 50 
Cent's The Massacre sold 1.1 


^Psychic Fair 
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million in its first frame, then 
771,000 in its second. 

The parlay from Lil 
Wayne, now No. 2 with 
308,000 sold, to Coldplay also 
represents just the second 
time in Nielsen SoundScan 
history that two different al¬ 
bums open north of 700,000 
in back-to-back weeks. Brit¬ 
ney Spears' Oops! ... I Did It 
Again and Eminem's The 
Marshall Mathers LP accom¬ 
plished that feat in May 2000, 
when they each started with 
million-plus weeks. 

Following a 2005 start of 
737,000 for X&Y, Coldplay 
also becomes the first act to 
field weeks of 700,000-plus 
copies on consecutive albums 
since September and the first 
band or group to do so since 
2001 . 

Similar to the battle of 
divas that happened a couple 
of months ago, when Mariah 
Carey's E=MC2 had a bigger 
U.S. number while 
Madonna's Hard Candy had 
larger global success, with 
more No. Is scored outside 
the United States, Coldplay 
has more of an impact on

Networks work to woo Leno 


Don’t pity Jay Leno. The host of NBC’s 
The Tbnight Show is losing his home of 
17 years in 2009, but Leno finds him¬ 
self in an enviable position. Still pack¬ 
ing the ratings punch that delivers the 
lion's share of NBC’s estimated $300 
million US in annual late-night rev¬ 
enue, the comic is being wooed by a 
host of suitors. ABC, Fox, Sony and 
even CNN have been reported trying 
to lure Leno, and he won't come cheap: 
NBC pays him $27 million per year. 
Little did the Peacock know back in 
2004 when then-NBC Universal TV 
president Jeff Zucker guaranteed 
Conan O'Brien he would take Leno's job 
five years later the succession would 
turn late-night on its ear. It's a situa¬ 
tion unthinkable back in the 1992-93 
season, when an earlier round of late- 
night wars deposited Leno in Johnny 
Carson's chair instead of David Letter- 
man, whose Late Show on CBS has 
trailed the Tonight audience. 

With Leno's future fast becoming 
the industry's favourite guessing 
game, The Hollywood Reporter 


weighs his options (in descending 
order of likelihood). 

Option 1: Leno takes ABC's 11:30 
p.m.-12:30 a.m. time slot occupied by 
Nightline and Jimmy Kimmel Live! 
ABC is Leno's most likely destination. 
ABC would have to kill the venerable 
Nightline, however, a move that drew 
strong criticism six years ago when 
the Alphabet tried to woo Letterman. 
Option 2: Leno launches a show on 
Fox at 11 or 11:30 p.m. The top-rated 
late-night host could give the top- 
rated network its best shot to expand 
its primetime rule to late-night. But 
Fox doesn't program late-night, so it 
would face an additional challenge of 
getting the time back from its stations, 
which air off-net series or more local 
news after their 10-11 p.m. newscasts. 
Option 3: Sony Pictures TV puts 
Leno in syndication. Arsenio Hall 
proved in the 1990s syndication was 
a viable route to late-night. However, 
Leno apparently enjoys the support 
system of a major broadcast network, 
and a syndication deal would not

likely provide the head-to-head bat¬ 
tle with O'Brien and Letterman. 
Option 4: Leno stays put on NBC ... 
somehow. NBC is offering Leno every 
other programming variation under 
the sun to stay — morning shows, af¬ 
ternoon shows, primetime specials. 
Not only would it prevent the host 
from competing against O'Brien, but 
it also would provide an ace in the 


hole should Tonight take a hard rat¬ 
ings fall under O'Brien — not entirely 
unlike how NBC kept Tom Brokaw in 
the mix after he left the anchor chair. 
Option 5: Leno cools his heels for a 
year and re-emerges on CBS in 2010. 
Retaining Letterman allows CBS to 
boast a stable late-night lineup to ad¬ 
vertisers while competitors manage 
the post-Leno shakeup. But Letter- 
man’s contract expires in 2010, which 
isn’t as far off as it might seem. If Let¬ 
terman asks to renew his contract for 
much more than the $30-odd million a 
year he’s already making, CBS Corp. 
president and CEO Leslie Moonves 
could play up possibly luring Leno. 
Option 6: Leno joins Larry King as a 
CNN host. Leno has surfaced on var¬ 
ious lists of replacements for King, 
whose recent contract renewal 
through 2010 has done little to scotch 
rumours CNN is searching for his 
successor. The cabler has publicly de¬ 
nied this scenario. 

Option 7: Leno will retire to full-time 
stand-up in 20 1 0 . reuters 
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Robson Arms
